Richmond, the capital of the Old 
Dominion, with wide highways, beau 
tiful boulevards, stalely buildings and 
panoramic parks, welcomed with out- 
stretched hands and Southern prover- 
bial hospitality the Ninth Convention 
of the Virginia Association of the Deaf, 
held in the commodious assembly hall 
Of Murphy's Hotel, one of the finest 
and oldest hostelries in the South, July 
24th to 27th, inclusive. 

The previous convention, held last 
year at the beautiful burg of Ham 
burg, Va., passed an unanimous resolu- 
tion for holding an extraordinary ses- 
seion at Richmond, in its proximity to 
the State Capitol, for the sole purpose 
of agitating such legislation as deemed 
necessary for removal of unwarranted 
ban on Deaf automobile drivers of 
Richmond and its environs, as well as 
formulating a petition together with 
formidable statistics of other St 
which have already been granting their 
deaf citizens permit! to drive without 
restrictions, and it was intended to 
he presented to the legislature of Vir- 
ginia in the fall; but when the 
vention was called to order on the 
morning of the sessions, Mrs. Robert 
L. Chiles, of Richmond, Va., submit- 
ted a brief but strong committee report 
setting forth the persistent efforts and 
ve arguments with Hon. Shep- 
pard, Director of Public Welfare, and 
consequently he was convinced of his 
wrong impressions as to the deaf citi- 
zens of Richmond being qualified in 
driving automobiles and immediately 
ordered Chief of Police Jordan to 
grant permits in the future, according 
to their proven rigid tests and quali- 
fications. This report brought the en- 
tire assemblage into uproarous Jubila- 
tion, and Mrs. Chiles and her able 
niittee were tendered a standing 
vote of thanks. And a probable 
battle was thus averted. The conven- 
tion was evidently transformed into 
an old-fashioned reunion for the 
balance oi i he convention period.
